MINISTRY OF SOCIAL JUSTICE AND EMPOWERMENT 
ORDER 

New Delhi, the 29th July, 2003 

S.O.907(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section 
(2) of section 102 of the Wakf Act, 1995 {43 of 1995), the 
Central Government hereby approves the scheme of division of 
the Punjab Wakf Board, framed by it in consultation with the 
Punjab Wakf Board and consented to by the State Governments 
of Punjab, Haryana and Himachal Pradesh and the Union 
territory of Chandigarh, incorporating the modifications 
suggested by them with effect from the 1 st day of August 2003, 
and gives effect to the scheme so approved by making the 
following order, namely:- 


(A) The existing Punjab Wakf Board shall be dissolved 
on the 1 st day of August 2003 and the State 
Governments of Punjab, Haryana and Himachal Pradesh 
shall simultaneously constitute their own State 
Wakf Boards as per the provisions contained in 
sections 13 and 14 of the Wakf Act, 1995 and the 
Boards so constituted shall have jurisdiction over 
the areas falling in the respective States of 
Punjab, Haryana and Himachal Pradesh. 

(B) The Central Governn^gnt shall constitute a ’ Wakf 
Board for the Union territory of Chandigarh, which 
shall have jurisdiction over the areas falling in 
the Union territory of Chandigarh, as per the 
provisions contained in sub-section (7) of section 
14 of the said Act; 

(C) The following principles shall govern the division 
of the Punjab Wakf Board and apportionment of its 
assets, liabilities and staff amongst the 
constituent States and the Union territory of 
Chandigarh, namely:-

1. Apportionment of Assets and Liabilities : 

1.1 The successor State Wakf Boards shall receive 
the benefits as also bear the financial liabilities 
of the existing Punjab Wakf Board. 

1.2 The apportionment of assets and liabilities 
shall be subject to such financial adjustment as 
may be necessary to secure a just, equitable and 
reasonable apportionment of the assets and 
liabilities amongst the successor State Wakf 
Boards. 

1.3 Any dispute regarding the amount of financial 
assets and liabilities shall be settled through 
mutual agreement amongst the concerned States and 
the Union territory failing which the decision of 
the Central Government in' the matter shall be 
binding. 

2. Fixed Assets 

2.1 As the fixed assets of the Punjab Wakf Board 
are spread all over the areas of Punjab, Haryana, 
Himachal Pradesh and the Union Territory of 
Chandigarh, the principle of 'as is where is' shall 
be adopted in respect of the properties, land and 
buildings, trees and orchards and other endowments 
and records pertaining thereto like files, Gazette 
notifications, survey registers, kitabul aukaf and 
tenancy maps and files will go to the concerned 
State,Wakf Board where that property is situated. 

2.2 All other stores, articles and other goods 
belonging to the Punjab Wakf Board shall become the 
property of the successor State Wakf Board in whose 
territory such stores, articles and other goods are 
situated. 

2.3 If the Central Government is of the opinion 
that any goods or class of goods requires to be 
distributed between the successor State Wakf Boards 
otherwise than according to the situation of the 
goods, the Central Government may issue such 
directions as it thinks fit for a just and 
equitable distribution of the goods and those goods 
shall pass on to the successor State Wakf Boards 
accordingly. 
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2.4 All stores relating to the Headquarters office 
of the Punjab Wakf Boa^d shall be divided as may be 
agreed upon amongst the constituent States and the 
Union territory and in default of such agreement, 
as the Central Government may direct for a just and 
equitable distribution of such stores. 


3. Bank Balance and Fixed Deposits 


As the bank balance and fixed deposits 
available with the Punjab Wakf Board have come from 
the common pool income, the bank balance and fixed 
deposits existing as on the 1 st August, 2003 shall 
be divided on the basis of the percentage of wakf 
properties existing in the constituent States and 
the Union territory, subject to a minimum of 2% for 
the Union territory of Chandigarh and 5% for 
Himachal Pradesh, in view of the smallness of the 
area and the number of wakf properties in this 
State and the Union territory. The ratio shall, 
therefore, be:

4. Liabilities 


As the liability of the loan raised by the 
existing Punjab Wakf Board from the Central Wakf 
Council, New Delhi for construction of Hz. I la lima 
Women Hospital at. Malerkotla relates only to Punjab 
State, it. will be entirely redeemed by the 
successor Punjab State Wakf Board. 


5. Apportionment of Staff: 

5.1 Headquarter Staff The staff of the 
Headquarters of "the Punjab Wakf Board at Ambala 
shall be divided on the basis of the number of wakf 
properties in each State and the Union territory, 
subject to a minimum staff for Himachal Pradesh and 
Union Territory of Chandigarh at the rate of 5 ^ and 



2% respectively. The Headquarters staff shall, 
therefore, be apportioned as follows: 


Punjab

Haryana 

32% 

H.P. 

5% 

Chandigarh 

2% 


5.2 Field Staff: The field staff serving in the 
field offices of the existing Punjab Wakf Board 
shall normally belong to the State Wakf Board in 
whose area of jurisdiction that office is situated 
after division. 

5.3(a) For deciding the division of Head Office 
staff and representations of field staff who do 
not wish to continue as specified above, a 
Committee is hereby constituted under the 
Chairmanship of Shri M.Rehman, Administrator of 
the existing Punjab Wakf Board and will consist 
of the Chief Executive Officer, Senior Law 
Officer and Administrative Officer (Human 
Resources Development) of the existing Punjab 
Wakf Board. 

(b) This Committee will take options from such 
Headquarters and field staff about their choice 
of State or the Union territory and will devise 
principles for apportionment keeping in view the 
domicile, length of service, class of service 
etc. 

(c) The recommendations of this Committee shall 
be submitted to the Steering Committee 
constituted as per sub-paragraph 7 of paragraph 
(C) of this Order for its consent. 

(d) The work of the Committee relating to 
apportionment of staff, its recommendations 
thereon and consent of the Steering Committee 
thereto shall be completed within a period £ 60 
days from the date of this Order. 

(e) If the Steering Committee fails to agree on 
any point, then the Central Government shall 
take a decision in this regard which shall, be 
binding on all the States and the Union 
territory of Chandigarh and the successor State 
Wakf Boards.

the rights and liabilities whieh have accrued, or 
whieh may accrue under any such contract, shall be 
the rights and liabilities of the successor State 
Wakf Boards,

(^) A steering Committee headed by Shri M, 
Behman, Administrator of the existing Punjab 
Wakf Board in hereby constituted to give effect 
to the purposes of this Order.
